Before deciding upon your own hair 
style; there are quite a number of im- 
portant things to consider. First of all, 
the health of the hair. Unless the hair 
is in g good naturally healthy condition 
the best hairdresser in the world cannot 
make it look at its best. During the hot 
weather the hair is probably abused even 
more than it is in the winter. Sea-bathing 
and sun-bathing will have an adverse 
effect unless care is taken, yet one can 
find very simple methods of overcoming 
these difficulties. 

Contrary to general belief, salt water 
does not harm the hair, but it is necessary 
that the hair is washed and rinsed 
thoroughly aiter it has been immersed in 
salt water. Unless this is done the hair 
will become sticky and possibly greasy, and 
if one were to sit about in the strong 
sunlight and allow the salt water to dry, 
naturally the hair would begin to lose 
its lustre and also a certain amount of 
the colour. That is why one so often sees 
streaks of a lighter shade in the hair 
after a summer holiday. Of course, the 
sunlight alone or even a strong artificial 
light will have the effect of bleaching the 
hair. ‘The salt, -however,-increases this 
to such an extent that, on dry hair especi- 
ally, there is a danger of breakage. 

It is very simple to keep the hair in 
order even under these conditions ; brush- 
ing is, of course, essential, and regular 
brushing and regular massage with the 
tips of the fingers will keep the scalp in a 
good healthy condition. If the hair be- 
comes white with salt water, take the first 
opportunity to wash and rinse away any

At Fermoy District Court to-day Patrick 
Cullen, Wolie Tone .Park, and Michael Cole- 
man, Emmet street, both of Fermoy, were 
each fined £25 or six months’ imprisonment 
on a charge by the Lismore Fishery Con- 
servators of having on May 9 removed from 
the River Blackwater, Fermoy, salmon which 
were not killed by lawful means. 

Justice Farrell said that he looked on the 
offence set out in the summons as very 
serious, and under Section 8 of the 1924 Act 
he could have imposed a sentence of six 
months’ imprisonment, without the option of 
a fine.

At Addis Ababa the Fitaurari  Berru, 
Minister of Wat and Governor of ‘the rich 
district of Sidano, had made his own prestige 
and political personality felt.

figured as one of their survivors of the 
political tradition of the old Negus. 
In December, 1932, the  Goverriment 
of the Sidano was taken from him, 
a region where he had a secure foot- 
hold, on the pretext that the Minister of War 
should, by tradition, hold the same territory 
previously held by the commander of the 
Army of the Crown. This territory was, how- 
ever, not all given to him, as the Gevern- 
ment of the Borana, the zone of the borders 
of Chenia and Somaliland, was given instead 
to the son-in-law of the Negus, Finally, in 
July, 1934, the Fitaurari Berru was called to 
account by the Negus for not having 
promptly attended to a request received by 
is Ministry, called before a council of faith- 
ful functionaries of the Negus, dismissed 
from his office,:and exiled to the Arussi. 


A DESPOTIC RULER 


Lej Yasu had had a son by a Danakil 
woman who had, been. brought up in the 
custody of the Danakil, who would have been 
able to profit by the dynastic prestige of the 
descendant of Menelik, who had become their 
kinsman by marriage. Last October the son 
of Lej Yasu was induced, evidently by agents 
of the Negus, to leave his refuge, ascend the 
table land and made a sudden attack on the 
market of Mai Ceu (in South Tigre), where 
a large body of troops awaited him and made 
him prisoner. , 

As may be seen, the political activity of 
the Negus has been so successful in the 
internal policy that at present it may be 
said that the authority of the so-called local 
tas in Ethiopia has no possibility of opposing 
the orders of Haile Selassie. And the only 
great chieftain of the Shoa to-day, the Ras 
Kassa, is certainly. a compromiser in a 
political crisis and would certainly not oppose 
any serious pacific action the Negus might 
take within the country. 


RECENT EVENTS 


It may be said that if Ethiopia is in such 
a state cf disorder it is primarily due to the 
complete failure of the modernising policy of 
the Negus. It must be noted that, from the 
Ethiopian view point, it is impossible not to 
commend Haile Selassie for having conducted 
his political activity with so much prudence 
as to achievs the suctesses we have mentioned 
over the local Ras virtually without blood- 
shed. 

There is no doubt that the method followed 
by Tafari Haile Selassie during the period of 
his regency, that was to indirectly strengthen 
his position by weakening the institutions of 
the old Ethiopia, has led to a situation of 
veritable anarchy, because it has irreparably 
shaken the prestige of those institutions which 
were undoubtedly the foundation of the old 
Abvssinicn Empire. When in a political- 
military conglomeration of such heterogeneous 
composition such as Ethiopie, the power of 
the dynasty is reduced, army of the Crown 
split up, the hierarchy of the national Church 
divided, and all the links which bind together 
the various peoples who make up the Empire 
are broken, the very existan.e of the Empire 
is menaced and no personal pe of a new 
Sovereign (and especially 'Í that Sovereign 
was previously the enemy of the Crown) 1s 
enough to restore those institutions which he 
himself has weakened and demolished. 


A VAST DISCONTENT 


Tt is due to this political situation that 
Haile Selassie has now to confront, not 
individual political adversaries easily divided, 
but rather a vast and exasperated discontent, 
which is all the harder to destroy or dissipate 
in that it is not polarised in any particular 
Ras, but is diffused throughout the whole 
country. This discontent is the expression of 
the profound crisis which has slowly brought 
about in the country the ‘effacing of the old 
institution and the disappearance of the old 
political groups without this able work ef 


with any constructive action. But, ín 
justice, it must be recognised that such con- 
structive action was not possible, and 
certainly not through any fault on the part 
of the Negus. but rather because the con- 
ditions in Ethiepia do not permit a recon- 
struction, ex novo, with the !ocal elements. 

The Negus has tried to use, and he could 
not do otherwise, as new political groups, 
the “young Ethiopians” with progressive 
ideas. But how have these confronted the 
serious tasks entrusted to them? First of 
all, it must be seen who Are these “ young 
Ethiopians " about whom so much has been 
said. The leaders of the innovating tendency 


are, generally speaking, persons of the 
lowest origin—ex-servants or cooks of 
European traders promoted to the high 


honour of Ministers (for example, a Minister 
of Finance was previously a waiter in the 
Imperial Hotel at Addis Ababa), porters or 
clerks from the 1ailwav of Gibuti nominated 
Consuls or Ministers of Instruction, tele- 
honists suddenly become judges of the 
ixed Tribunal, door-keepers of the Ethio- 
pian Consulates who were suddenly raised. to 
the position of Imperial -epresentatives, and 
so on; and all this often without any 
transition through an intermediate grade, 
and, above all, without any serious reason 
to justify this metamorphosis except the. 
often superficial, knowledge of a little French 
or English which the waiter and the porter 
succeeded in picking. up during their em- 
ployment. 


THE PROGRESSIVES 


Naturally these progressives, on account of 
their origins, are ¢bsolutely devoid of any 
element of local traditional culture; their 
ignorance, in fact, is simply incredible, as, 
generally coming from the lower classes and 
uproo trom the surroundings of their own 
country, they have learnt what little they 
‘know about their country not from Ethiopian 
books, but from extremely inaccurate Euro- 
pean menuals; so that fantastic 
structions by European tvravellers in- 
expert in Ethiopian matters are learnt 
by these young nien in, for example 
the English schools, and are now repeated 
by them and may appear (to those who do 
not know the inaccuracy of the source) to be 
of native origin. To cite a typical case, the 
Seottish traveller, James Bruce, who visited 
Ethiopia a century and half ago, referring to 
some historical traditions, recounted to him 
during his travels, commits a singular error. 
He confuses the appellation “ juddit”’ (‘‘ the 
marvellous "’), given to the Queen of Ethiopia. 
with the proper name Judith, and on account 


Ethiopia, attributing fo her a Jewish origin 
and fabricating the fable of an ancient 
Hebrew kingdom in Abyssinia: It is 
known that errors are more tenacious. and 
spread more rapidly than the truth, and for

One wonders what proportion of the big 
audience which was present at the Gaiety 
Theatre last night was drawn there by 
admiration for Jean Forbes-Robertson, and 
what proportion was there out of their love 
for J. M. Barrie, who alone of our modern 
writers could have conceived and told such a 
fairy tale as he has woven round “ Mary 
Rose.” It is small wonder that this play, 
emerging from the black clouds of the World 
War, should have been such a success, and 
one can well believe that with the present 
company which Miss Forbes-Robertson has 
gathered round her it will again have a great 
success in London. Certainly if one is to 
take as a happy omen the applause which the 
Gaiety audience showered upon it last night, 
then it must be a success. 

Looking at Miss Forbes-Robertson’s per- 
formance Jast night, one could not but think 
how happy this actress is in the selection of 
her plays. She has the gift of hitting on 
characters which seem almost to have been 
written specially for her. Her playing of 
“ Peter Pan,” of course, will always be re- 
membered. Then there was the ‘Lady with 
the Camelias,” in which she also did so well; 
but both these studies are surpassed by her 
reading of ‘Mary Rose.” Here she fits into 
the part—one does not like to say naturally, 
but rather with that air of spirituality, that 
delicate and haunting, elflike loveliness in 
which Barrie has created his character. It 
does not require the possession of the Celtic 
imagination to realise that here is one who 


has the second sight and is in touch 
with that mysterious world of the 
“good people.” She realised the im- 


portance of letting the words and situations 
speak for themselves without attempting 
to exaggerate or over-emphasise them. It is 
a moot point whether in her first scene, where 
she is represented as a happy frollicking girl, 
she is not too restrained, as if she 1s anti- 
cipating the weird happenings ahead; but 
that is the only criticism one can find to 
offer in her splendid performance. The sup- 
porting cast is really first rate—indeed - it 
would be difficult to find a more excellent 
team that the half-dozen who, with Miss 
Forbes Robertson, ‘make up the cast. 
Wilfred Babbage plays splendidly in the dua! 
réles of Simon Blake, the lover and husband, 
and later the grown-up son of Mary Rose, 
It ig interesting to see how well he draws 
the pictures of the breezy young Naval 
Lieutenant, the fond husband on holiday, 
then the ripe middle-aged Sea Captain, and 
later the sharp contrast of the son returned 
as a member of the Australian Expeditionary 
Force. It was capital characterisation. — 

Clever acting, too, was shown by Oliver 
Johnston as Mr. Morland, and Cecil Fowler 
as Rev. George Amy. There was delightful 
light. comedy, so natural, too, in , their 
rivalry as amateur print collectors, and 
Barrie very delicately shows here that wars 
and world upheavals may come and. go with- 
out disturbing such old world folk, Mrs 
Morland was cleverly drawn by Hilda | 
Trevelyan, whose name is so long and 
honourably associated with Barrie plays. 

And then comes the producer, Peter 
Godfrey, who, in addition to making this 
us finished a production as has been seen 
at the Gaietv Thereatre for a long long time, 
jlavs himself the character of the Scottish 
Gillie—that rather deceptive character who 
carried in his poket for odd-time reading a 
copy of “ Buripides’”’ and also could help out 
Mr. and Mrs. Blake when their Frengh 
vocabulary failed in that very amusing scene 
on the island. 

The whole play is verv beautifully staged 
and lighted, and the final scene is splendidly 
achieved.

BRITISH TEACHERS’ 
PENSIONS

The capital cost of the British Govern. 
ment’s concession to teachers in respect of 


pensions, announced in the House of 
Commons yesterday, is estimated at 
£1,000,000 (says the Press Association Lobby 


Correspondent). This is approximately equal 
to what would have been the extra cost to 
the Government for teachers’ pensions had 
there been no salary cuts. . 

The pension of a teacher is based on the 
average salary for the last five years of 
service. All those who have retired or will 
retire between October Ist, 193l—when the 
salary cuts began—and July Ist, 1940—tive 
years after the restoration—will suffer some 
reduction according to how much of the five 
years’ period falls within the “‘ cut ”’ period. 

The Government’s announcement ensures 
that in no case can the pension reduction 
ever be more than two per cent. á 

A statement issued by the Board of 
Education Jast night stated that the offer 
has been accepted by all the teachers’ 
associations represented on the Burnham 
Committees as an agreed and final solution 
of the matter. This acceptance has also been 
endorsed by the Scottish teachers’ repre- 
sentatives.

ised ” by the score following the Norman 
Conquest, and, ever since then the 
English language has been making adúi- 
tions to itself on the same lines. In every 
century the list has grown, mainly owing 
to the efforts of the soldiers and merchant- 
adventurers. They brought home with 
them many new and strange words which 
afterwards were to become familiar, such 
as the Arabic ‘ admiral,’’ the Italian 
‘* brigand,’’ and thousands of others, Even 
in the present century, when the conti- 
nental languages have borrowed far more 
words from English than English has bor- 
rowed from them, the process has con- 
tinued, and ‘intelligentsia’ and 
“ robot ’’—both of them Slavonic words— 
are no more than fifteen years old. 
Nevertheless, it is evident that the 
language has tended to change less as 
time progressed. The great colonising ages 
have gone, and with them the new words 
which came into the English language 
from all parts of the world. The inven- 
tion of printing standardised the spelling, 
so that our language differs very little in 
its appearance from the language of two 
hundred years ago, and there is every 
prospect that its pronounciation, also, is 
being fixed. Dialects are tending to dis- 
appear, not only because the people of 
this generation travel far more than did 
their ancestors, but because the influence 


of wireless is to reduce all speech to a’ 


common. standard. Against that, of 
course, we must put the influence of the 
cinema—at least, of the American 
cinema. Already it has given us new 
words, and it remains to be seen whether 
within the next hundred years or so it 
will have succeeded in giving, us a new 
pronunciation as well. :

Unemployment 


Hopeful forecasts are made as to a

Naval Conversations

naval talks. The chief German expert will 


be Admiral Schuster, a noted tactician, 
who was formerly director of the officers’ 
training school at Kiel. On the British 
side there will be Mr. R. L. Craigie, of 

Little, 
Deputy Chief of Naval Staff, and Captain 
Danckwerts, Assistant Director of Plans. 


Nothing is yet known as to the actual 
scope of the discussion, but it is suggested 


that one of their main purposes will be 
to decide how the total tonnage claimed 
by Germany, corresponding to one-third 


of that of the British Navy, shall be 


allocated among the different classes of 
ships. These conversations were to have 
been held early in May, but were post- 
poned at the desire of Herr Hitler. 


Street Betting 


Street betting is illegal, but ever since 
the Lotteries Act was passed bookmakers 
have been determined to put forward their 
case at the next general election, An 
informal gathering of street bookmakers 
has decided that a society should be 
formed to protect their interests, it being 
their opinion that members could organise 
a great number of the electorate who are 
punters, and make their influence felt at 
election time. Should there be a general 
election in the autumn, it is pointed out 
that now is the momenf to organise, so 
that when it takes place a plan of 
campaign will be ready and a determined 
effort made to obtain some modification 
of the present laws governing street 
betting. A public meeting is to be held 
on a Sunday evening in the near future. 


‘| James Joyce Manuscripts 


A number of Mr. James Joyce’s manu- 
scripts are being sold in Paris by Miss 
Sylvia Beech, publisher of “ Ulysses,” 
and some rare editions of his works. The 
sale was to have taken place here, but, as 

Ulysses ” is liable to seizure, it was 
decided that it should be held elsewhere. 
Proofs of ‘‘ Ulysses,’’ with corrections in 
Mr. Joyce’s handwriting, are offered for 

375, while individual typescript pages 
with autegraph corrections are fo be sold 
from £1 to £3 apiece. A manuscript from 
which Mr, Joyce read some early poems to 
Mr. W. B. Yeats is an interesting item ; 
another is part of the first version of ‘‘ A 
Portrait of the Artist as a Young Man,” 
and a third is a copy of a poem written by 
Mr. Joyce in the station waiting-room at 
Flushing as a protest against the burning 
of 'a 2 entire first edition of “ Dubliners.” 


Railway Records 


The railways of Great Britain are pre- 
paring to break the world's railway speed 
records — the summer.

A man, claiming to be the last of the bush- 
rangers who terrorised the countryside between 
the ‘sixties and ‘eighties of last century, is 
dying in Sydney, «et the age of 88. His name 
is Frank Bradshaw. He arrived in Melbourne 
from Dublin at the age of 14. When his small 
stock of money was exhausted he set out to 
search for gold and was befriended by Morgan, 
a famous bushranger. pus 

This is the story he told to Austral 
News:—'“ For years I rgamed the country 
with the bushrangers, wérking at times for 
myself. I’ve ‘stuck up’ coaches, robbed 
banks and seen the insfle of several jails. 
But I never shot anyone, though I’ve heen 
hunted by troopers and heard. their bullets 
whistling over my head.” 

His retribution came in 1880. .‘*‘On June 
1, 1880, [ stuck up the Quirindi bank and 
stole £1,760. I got away quickly and went 
to Armidale, where I entered a challenge 
foot-race for £10 aside. To see if I was 
wanted for the Quirindi: hold-up I went to 
the police station and told them I was afraid 
that some men were going to foul me in the 
They sent police to see there was no 
trouble on the track. With £1,760 m a bag 
attached to a belt around my waist under 
my shirt [ ran 100 yards while the police 
looked on. But I lost the race,’’ 

Finally run to earth, Bradshaw said that 
he was sentenced to twenty years’ jail. 

“When I came out in 1898 the bushrang- 
ing days were over, and, anyhow, at 52 
was too old.” 

Bradshaw, however, does not advise bush- 
ranging as a profession. 

‘“* Law-breaking is no good. I’m sorry now 
for the crimes I committed and ask forgive- 
ness.
